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STATUS OF THE CLAIMS 

Claims 1-23 are pending in this application. 

RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Claims 1-10 and 23, drawn to derivatives of indazole peptidomimetics compounds, to a 
pharmaceutical formulations and to process of making pharmaceutical compositions and the 
compounds thereof will be examined along with any elected groups. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 
I. Claims 1-10, 23 and 11-14, drawn to a method of treating a condition, classified in 
classes 514 and 548, subclasses 2 and 146, respectively. 



II. Claims 1-10, 23 and 15-18, drawn to a method of inhibiting platelet aggregation, 
classified in classes 514 and 548, subclasses 19 and 215, respectively.

Claims 1-10, 23 and 19-22, drawn to a method of treating a condition mediated by 
thrombin receptor (PAR-1), classified in classes 514 and 548, subclasses 18 and 
333.5, respectively. 
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The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Although Inventions I-III are related, the etiology or cause for the aforementioned 
treatment/inhibition disease entities are divergent and a search conducted for one would not 
necessarily overlap with a search conducted for another. Further, Inventions I-III differ in method 
of treatment and/or inhibition treatment steps, parameters and purposes used, and as such, one 
does not require the other for ultimate use and is capable of separate manufacture, use and sale, 
and is novel and patentable over each other. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and because the searches for 
individual subject groups are not coextensive, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

ELECTION OF SPECIES REQUIREMENT 

Claims 1-7 and 23 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising of derivatives of indazole peptidomimetics compounds which encompass a various 
modifications of alkyl, aroyl, alkoxy, hydroxy, etc. substituents of different compound species and 
derivatives that require different classification, and as such, different bibliographic and/or 
literature, manual and computer search (i.e., burdensome search necessary). Therefore, Applicant 
is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species (i.e., a single compound), and

to list all claims readable thereon including those subsequently added, even though this 
requirement is traversed. Further, Applicant should include a chemical structure of the elected 
species/compound if it is not disclosed in the specification. 

Should Applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
Examiner finds one of the species/inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or 
admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143).
